Banknote Fraud 
Case Recalled 


Alves Reis, the leading accused 
man in the notorious Portuguese 
banknote fraud, was released on 
Saturday after 20 years in prison, 
a Reuter telegram from Lisbon 
states. He played a big part in 
tricking the London firm of Water- 
low and Sons, Ltd., into printing 
unauthorised Bank of Portugal 
notes, with which his syndicate 
bought’ vast properties in Lisbon. 

Wateslows had to pay heavy 
damages as the result of an action 
in a British court of law. Reis was 
arrested in 1925 and in 1930 was 
condemned to 25 years’ imprison- 
ment. He has been released owing 
to good conduct. 

The case for the Bank of Por- 
tugal was that Messrs. Waterlow 
and Sons, Ltd., acted negligently in 
Portuguese banknotes on a forged 
order. The Bank suffered a net 
loss of £610,392. and this amount 
was awarded to it when the case 
finally went to the House of Lords 


in April, 1932. 


Treatment Of Scabies 


Out of 378 families examined for 
scabies in Dublin in 1944, a total of 
2,117 persons were discovered - in- 
fected, as against 114 persons free of 
infection. These figures are given in 
the current issue of the Journal of 
the Medical > of Bire, by 
Dr. M. M. J. Maughan, D.P.H.., 
B.Sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Waterford Borough Council, 
who has contributed an article on 
the schéme of controlling scabies 
by domiciliary treatment of cases 


Primarily it was decided to treat 
cases by per cent. benzyl 
benzoate emulsion, and experiments 
in this method of treatment at the 
Iveagh Baths, Dublin, were 
successful, but the difficulty of 
suitable premises, led to a decision 
to treat cases in their homes. i 
As scheme pi it

marked advantages ir. the domicili- 
ary treatrnent ove, .;e fixed centre 
treatment. It was a cheaper system 
than the establishment of a fixed
